SAcaAMESTO, July 17.— The only ex- 


citing incident of today was the dis- 
patching of a train bearing sixty United 
States regulars to Dunsmuir on the 
Oregon, branch. The strikers there are 
becoming ugly. The strikers at Sacra- 
, 
mento continue active however. Yea- 
terday several hundred men who had 
obeyed the order to Btrike returned to 
work in the machine shops. This morn- 
ing most of them remained away. The 
mon had been intimidated by the strik- 
ers and feared" violence. 


A. N. Towne, general manager of the 


Southern Pacific, posted a not'ce today 
that the Sacramento shops would be re- 
opened tomorrow and that protection 
would 1)0 afforded all the men who de- 
aired to return to work. Towne also 
publicly denied the published state- 
ments that men returning to work 
•would bu compelled to sign, an agree- 
ment to Htand aloof from all labor 
unions. He dfclares the company sim- 
ply insists that employes should have 
nothing to do wilh the American Rail- 
way Union. 
In Oakland the railroad ofhciala are

pretty auccessful in intimidating men,

the vacant positions. Today, however, 
s few more men returned. Many of 
these were escorted to and from their 
work by truoya of cavalry. One man, 
supposed to be a striker, and in whose 
possession several sticks of dynamite 
wan found, was arrested near the rail- 
road yards by soldiers and taken to the 
city prison.

stituted habeas corpus proceeding to 
recover Edward J oat, one of their lead- 
ers, who is locked up in a bos car on 
the mole mid guarded by soldiers. Jost. 
disguised an a sailor, was arrested last 
night by soldiers, who found him crouch- 
ing under a Pullman ear-in tbe railroad 


Tho railroad company's pay car, 


bearing over $lfil),000, passed down to 
the Oakland mola and through the city 
disbursing wants for May and Juue. 
Strikers who nirne to the car were told 
to divide whether they would return to 
work or not. If they elected to return 
thpir Mtiv wages were paid them; if 
they ref insert, every dollar that tbe com- 
pany owed them waa handed out. Tiie

SACHAMKNTU, July 17.— The mediation 


committee o£ strikers today made a 
formal offer to Governor Markham and 
United States Marshal Baldwin, to fur- 
nish from 2500 to 8,000 members of the 
American Railway Union to eerve as 
\^ United States manuals for the purpose 
^\i?I protecting non-union train nieu em- 


ployed by the Southern Pacific company 
to operate its t rains. The men offer to 
serve without pay and make only one 
condition, that they shall not be called 
upon to assist in any way the movement 
Of trains except to protect property and 
men. 
The strikers say this offer is 


made in good faith and in the interests 
•of the fanners and merchants of the 
Pacific Coaet, fio that they may move 
their products and merchandise provid- 
ed the Southern Pacific Company can 
find men to man their trains. 


Tbe committee also held a abort con- 


ference with General Superintendent 
Fulmure this evening. The situation 
was thoroughly discussed, but no agree- 
ment was readied. Fillmore was will- 
ing to reinstate all the men who quit 
work with the exception of those who 
are now under arrest for ditching tbe 
eastern overland train last Wednesday. 
When asked if the company was willing 
to run its trains without Pullmans Fill- 
moro, emphatically answered in 
the 


negative. The committee then with- 
drew after announcing that the strikers

They pay 
thatpendimc a hett lenient of the ques- 
tion at issue between Pullman and the 
Southern Pacific1 company, no trains 
will be run out of Sacramento. 


The strikers are evidently a little pre- 


mature in their opinions. According to 
railroad olliciaia, trains were simply an- 
nulled today because by a trick the 
switchmen at work were called to 
Woodland as witnesses in tbe case 
against the men charged with Iraiu- 
wrecking.

A GLOOMY VIEW. 


Governor Hogg Has His Say As 


to the Future.

W. S. Gib-son':} Strange Discovery 


of Intelligence ami Wisdom in 


the Action of Fish. 


W. S. Gibson of San Francisco, who 


ma been spending five or Bis weeka at 
Pine Ridge and also at Dinkey creek, 
Kings river and the San Joaquin, has 
returned to his home, much pleased 
with hia trip. He claims that ho has 
nnde an important discovery in regard 
.0 trout in the natural streams of the 


ountains. 
He is secretary of 
an 


igling club in tbe city, aud every year 
ie makes an excursion somewheieon a 
shine expedition, and ia thoroughly 


posted. 


It has always been a punle to the 
eople who go into the mountains ot 
i"resno county why aomo streams have* 
out in them while others have none, 
though no apparent reason ia at hand, 
ome claim that the brooks which have 
o trout flow over fulls up which fish 
annot go.and Una has been given aa the 
uise for no trout being found in them, 
ut this argument ia answered at once 
; the fact thatother etreama which are 
11 of trout have fails just as numerous 
nd just as high. 
Mr. Gib=on claims that on his return 


rip he found the true solution of the 
)roblem. He had often thought of it 
>efore, but, like nearly everybody 
se, he had no exnl.mation, and had 
cepted it as one* of the freaka of 
ature. 
While on the north fork of Kingn 
ver, some distance, above Kings river 
anvon, he was sitting on a rock fishing 
, a fall; and while there hia attention 
aa attracted to a, trout which swam, 
own the stream to the brink of tho 
itaract, and stopped as close »H safety 
von Id permit. He noticed that the fian 
ield m its mouth a long thread, the 
ther.end of which washed over the 
all. 


Mr. Gibson's first impression was 
mt the fish had been caught on a hook 
f some fisherman and had broken thu 
ne which hung in its mouth. But the 
raiigest part waa yet to come.

Ir. Gibson. He bad long known that, 
rout are ureattravelurs, traveling freely, 
up and down etream, and, at certain 
seasons, nearly all going down stream,, 
although a few rt-inatn in the head- 
waters always. It is evident that if tbe- 
ntream has a lugh cataract in island- 
the fish cannot climb buck, they must 
Slav down, and thus, in course ux time, 
all 'might go down tho fails, ainl- leave 
none above.

PULLMAN'S DEFENSE. 


"A Lengthy Statement Issued in 


Defense of thc Company. 


H*w YORK, July 13.—George M. Pull- 


man iwued a lengthy statement this 
evening in defense of the Pullman com- 
pany. He aaye the shops at Pullman 
were in a prosperous condition until 
November, 1893, when thc general de- 
pression necessitated a rednction in tbe 
force from 6000 to 2000 employes, pom- 
petition, together with tbe continued 
depression, necessitated lower wagee, 
bnt the force was gradually increased to 
over 4000 employes. For nine weeks 
the car shops at- Pullman were working 
on contracts taken, according to Pull- 
man, at prices less than actual cost to 
tbe company, to prevent the closing 
down of the works. In May a commit- 
tee of workmen demanded the restora- 
tion of former wa^es. Pullman eays he 
offered an inspection of the books on 
the contracts to prove that the opera- 
tions were then causing a loss to the 
company. 
Tbe workmen closed the 


shops, tnuB doing what Pullman claims 
he'was trying tn avoid in tho employes' 
interest, and depriving themselves of 
earnings which would have aggregated 
$300,000 to date. 


Pullman saye to restore wages Would 
mean increasing losses to one-fourth of 
the employes, and no prudent employer 
would submit to arbitration thequestion 
whether he should commit such a busi- 
ness folly. Pullman says the average 
rents'of tenents at Pullman rate at $3 
per room. Tbe employes may, and 
many do own or rent houses outdide the 
towii and buildings are 
sometimes 


rented to employes in competition with 
neighboring property. 
He maintains 


that his rente should not be arbitrated 


. nnleaa thc rente of adjoining towns are 
also. He denies that Pullman stock is 
watered. He says the Pullman company 
WEB organized twenty-seven years ago 
with a capital of .$1,000,000, of which 
two-thirJa represented the appraised 
value of the cars then beld by three 
ownerfr ftnd one-third represented the 
appraised value of franchisee and exist- 
ing contracts. 


The company has grown until its 


sleeping car eervice covers 125,000 miles 
of railway, or about three-fourths of tbe 
railway systems of tbe country. The 
increased service necessitated an in- 
crease of its capital from time to time, 
until it is now $36,000,000. Every share 
of increase has been offered to the stock- 
holders, and sold to them or to others in 
the ordinary coarse of business at not 
Jess than par, so that for every share of 
increase outstanding the company lias 
received $100 in cash. There are over 
400,000 stockholders of the company, of 
which more than one-half are women 
and trustees of estates. The average 
holding of each stockholder is now 
eighty-six sbarea,one-fifth of them hold- 
ing leu than six shares eacb.

DUE TO JEALOUSY, NEAlt LOVE- 


LOOK, KEVADA. 


Mrs. Lograii Shoots Her Husband 


After He Kills Her Two 


Companions. 


LOVELOCK, July IS.—A triple murder, 


due to jealousy, occurred about twenty 
mites from. here last night. Kobert 
Iiogan shot and killed Dau Lovelock 
and Fred Sullivan, and wag in turn 
killed by bis own wife. Logan's wife 
had applied for a divorce, and Logan 
was insanely jealous of her, and threat- 
ened to kill some of her male friends. A 
few days ago Mrs. T.ogan went to Cot- 
tonwood. Logan followed, and attacked 
Dan Lovelock, the stage driver, wound- 
ing him severely in the head. Love- 
lock waa unable to return here, and 
Mrs. Logan drove the stage. She re- 
turned w Cottonwooii on Wednesday to 
bring Lovelock home. On the return 
trip Mrs. Logan drove. Lovelock was 
on tbe front seat and Fred Sullivan, a 
passenger, on the rear seat. 


At dusk Logan rode up, armed with 


a Winchester, and said lie was going to 
town witb iiis wife. He mrte on behind 
the stage, and after going some distance 
shot Sullivan from behind, the bullet 
going through his heart. Then lie 
picked off Lovelock, and his second vic- 
tim fell dead into Mrs. Logan's lap. 
1x>gan then said he was going to drive 
tbe stage to a well five miles distant, 
where be intended to throw tbe bodies 
of the murdered men, after which be 
was going to cut his wife in small 
pieces and throw her in after them. In- 
stead, she persuaded him to water the 
borsea, and when he stooped to secure a 
bucket under tbe i=t<ge she took a pistol 
from Lovelock's pocket and ehot her 
husband 
He cried for mercy, but ehe 


shot again, and he fell behind the .stage. 
She dismounted and gave him one more 
hullet aa a settler. She let Logan's 
body lie in the dust and drove into 
town with the other bodies. T-ovelock 
was the stage proprietor and driver, am: 
there was no known intimacy between 
him and the woman. The people here 
denounce Logan as a coward, and praise 
Mrs. Logan's course.

hearinji of the writ of habeas corpus lor 
the release of three Dunsmuir strikers 
!*f,,re Judge Catlin this afternoon, a 
detachment of regulars marched into 
the loun house with the evident pur- 
pose oi taking the prisoners. Judge 
Catlin immediately arose and called 
upon all persons who were present to 
resist any attempt cf the soldier to take 
away the strikers. Assistant District 
Attorney Knight excitedly jumped to 
his feet and met the soldiers aa they 
were entering tbe court room. 
He 


ordered them to return to the depot, 
which 
they did after considerable 


hesistency. The excitement in the court 
room was intense. Several of the spec- 
tators reached for their hip pockets and 
announced their intention to follow 
Judge Catlin'a instructions to prevent 
the regulars from taking away 
the 


prisoners. Othera securely barred Ihe 
doors leading to the court room a.nd 
threateningly declared their intention of 
resisting the regulars. While the ex- 
citement was at fever heat the assistant 
district attorney arose and waved tbe 
regulars back 
fie then commanded 


them to return to their quarters at tbe 
depot. After the excitement had sub- 
sided, Judge Catlin ordered the three 
prisoners remanded to the custody of 
the chief of police. They are charged 
with stealing an engine at Dunsmuir. 


Colonel Graham declares that tbe 


soldiers were sent to tbe court room aa 
wituessea against the prisoners. Like 
tbe United Statea deputy district attor- 
ney he claims their belligerent attitude 
was due to a misapprehension by the 
deputy United States marshal wholiad 
them in charge. By direction of Mar- 
shal Baldwin and Colonel Graham, Dis- 
trict Attorney Knight later sent a letter 
to Judge Catlin, explaining that the BOl- 
diers had merely been sent to the court 
room as witnesses, and had brought 
their arms with them under a misap- 
prehension. 
The federal officers in 


Sacramento wish to correct the impres- 
sion that they are iu any way exceeding 
their authority. 


Notwithstanding Knight's erplana- 


tion that the eoldiera were present aa 
witnesses, the fact remains that they 
Urst entered, the sheriff's office and de- 
manded tho surrender of tbe prisoners. 
Uepuf Sheriff Rooney was iu charge, ot 
.he office at the time and informed the 
,nen that they were in Judge Oatlm a 
court room. They immediately utarted 
up stairs to tbe court room, but the 
deputy reached there first and told, tho 
judge of the advent of the toldiere. I ale 
and trembling, but with a lirni voice, 
J udge Catliu arose and said: "Soldiers 
with bayonets drawn are outside aud in 
the corridor, and 1 am informed they 
are here to take these prisoners from 
thia room. I command everybody m 
tbis court, deputy sheriffs, policemen 
and others, to stay here and resist^any 
effort to take away these prisoners.

POPULIST TARIFF IDEAS. 


Would Benefit Manufacturers More 


Than a Protective Tariff. 


EniTois 
liEiTiu.ii-AN:—The Populist 


nominee for congress, J. I,. Gilbert, de- 
livered a speech to the Populist Club at 
Crescent, June 30th, in which he took 
occasion to denounce Kepnblican pro- 
tection, giving as a reason that a diR- 
criiuinating tariff on imports of pro- 
ducts that came in competition with 
American labor did not protect labor, 
but it protected men like Carnegie in- 
stead. Ibe speaker also stated that the 
Populists were in favor of abolishing 
tariff duties for protection, and sub- 
stituting therefor a law forbidding the 
introduction of competitive articles 
under any conditions. 


This proposition does not seem to be 


sound on examination of the difference 
between that which is denounced and 
that which is proposed as a substitute. 
The policy of protection which is de- 
nounced seems to he that a sulhcient 
duty should he placed on i-ompotitive 
articles of importation to allow thchome 
producer to successfully compete m the 
American 
market. 
Although 
the 


speaker switched off of the tariff with- 
out "Oing into detail in support of bis 
claim, the assertion implies the same 
argument as is used by M. ^ . r.ork and 
others, which is, that when a duly ou 
competitive imports is levied the Ameri- 
can producer or manufacturer proceeds 
to put the price of such article uu to tbe 
consumer to such an extent as to equal 
the foreign cost of production with ihe 
duty added, and in which American 
labor does not share.

The statutes of California are sup- 


posed to contain laws which set at rest 
all these questions; but the fact re- 
mains that tho question of length of 
term for some of the ollices are not set 
at rest yet. The law contradicts itself, 
ar seems to do BO, and gives authority 
lor both sides of the controversy. This 
nay be seen by the following quotations 
iroiu the ttatute: Section (W, chapter 
234, reade. 


"All elective county and township of- 


ficers, except otherwise provided for in 
this act, shall be elected at the general 
election to be held in November, 1894, 
anil every four years thereafter, unless 
otherwise herein provided, and shall 
take oilice at 12 in. on the lirst Monday 
after the l«t of January next succeeding 
the election." 


If it wt-re not, (or the clause "unless 


otherwise provided," there would seem 
no doubt of the construction to bo 
placed on it. In paragraph 2ti, section 
170, is the following: 


The officers mentioned in section i»7 


of this act, except as hereinafter pro- 
vided, shall be elected in the year 1SU4, 
ami every two years thereafter * * * 
Provided Unit supervisors, assessors and 
superintendents of schools shall be 
elected as hereinbefore provided in this 
act."

others. But there is a very firm am1 
fixed conviction among many persons 
that Fresno county will never be low- 
ered to tlie tenth clasG. Among tlioee 
who hold to this opinion is Supervisor 
Wickereham. He not only claims that 
Fresno should not go to the tenth class, 
but that it would be in the sixth class if 
it had itd dues. He does not arrive at 
this conclusion by taking it for granted 
that tlie cutting off of Madera county 
has left Fresno less in population than 
it was at the time of the census of 1890, 
when it had 32,020 people, including, of 
course, the territory now in Madera. 


Mr. Wickcrstiam lias carefully com- 


piled figures showing that Fresno, as it 
now is, lias a greater population thun it 
had in 1890 with Madera. There has 
been no census since 1890, and the popu- 
lation since then can only be estimated; 
but these estimates are based on facts 
which 
render the conclusions very 


.nearly exact, and they may be taken as 
the truth, 


Tbe population io calculated thus: Tn 


IS90 the census shows 32,021! people. 
The vote that year was G2&J. The aver- 
age is one vote to every five and eleven- 
iiundredths of population. Call it five, 
to lie on the safe side. Pass on two 
years to 1892. The vote in Fresno 
county, including what is now Madera, 
was H4!)fi. When Madera was taken of] 
ind a vote taken over there, it waa 
Found that there were 1367 votes on 
that side of the river. Take Mndera'8 
vote from the whole vote in 1892, and 
there are 7129 votes left for Fresno 
county with its present territory, 
for every voter -.here arc five persons. 
Multiply the vote 7129 by five, and the 
population IB found to be 35,645. 


This is for Fresno county as it now 


is, and it takes no account of the in- 
crease in population since in IS92. The 
increase ought to be not less than 10 
per cent, which would place the popula- 
tion of Fresno county now at 38,100. 


These figures are undoubtedly very 


nearly correct, and show that Fresno 
county, even after the cutting off of Ma 
dera county, is far ahead in population 
of what it was in 1890, and if it was 
then entitled to be in the eighth class 
it certainly can not now drop to i 
lower class. 


vorably upon the proposition to estab- 
lish a national couj.;of arbitration has 
not done so without an iinderstanding 
that it is a radical step in legislation, 
and that objections worthy of considera- 
tion may be ur^ed a^ain^t it. It be- 
lieves, however. thatetrongerargurnenU' 
can bo adduced for arbitration than 
against it. The first argument m Us 
favor is that there is now no legal 
means of settling disputes between or- 
ganized labor and organized capita!, und 
the necessity for arbitration or some 
other means has become abaolutt'ly im- 
perative. 


It requires no alarmist to eee danger 


even to the perpetuity of t!se govern- 
ment in the conditions which now pre- 
vail, and with inaction they are prac- 
tically vert am togrowworsi; instead of 
better. Organized labor and organized 
capital will simply strengthen their or- 
ganisation, and every suc-jewling clash 
will be more widespread and disastrous 
in its r&ute. The effect upon the in- 
dustrial and social conditions of the 
country under n rcijimo of war between 
such powerful, r.rganized torrw is not 
ditHcuU to ioraee. 


It uiuKt be jilaiu to nil thinking per 


sons that some means of settlement or 
control must be provided. If not arbi- 
tration or some similar method, the 
alternative is stern restrictions upon 
organization and a standing army suf- 
ficiently strong to overawe the eleor-ente 
of turbulence which will not decrease 
under restriction. The latter method IB 
certainly as objectionable in a 
free 


government as the former, but it is a 
condition and not a theory whii-h eon- 
fronts us, and one course or the other 
will eventually have to be takeu. 


It frill be urged, of course, that justice 


will not always be attained through 
arbitration, and that it requires a sur- 
render oi rights which people should be 
permitted to enjoy. The same objec- 
tions can be urged against all courts of 
law and equity, but they are noue the 
less neres?ary for the preservation of 
society. Men are privileged to appeal 
to the law to settle nearly all disputes 
excepting those in regard to compensa- 
tion for labor.
